SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Dino’s Greatest Hits Volume Two is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

Dino’s Greatest Hits Volume Two, also known as Dino’s Greatest Hits Volume Two: 
Rubber Doll, consists of a series of unrelated scenes which explicitly depict male-to- 
female and male-to-male sexual activity which appears friendly and consensual. 

The classification decision depends upon the excision of a scene which shows 
urination in the context of sexual activity. Urination and other sexual acts are 
presented in a degrading manner. With this scene intact the video recording promotes 
and supports the use of urine in association with sexual and degrading conduct. The 
option of making excisions to the publication was offered to the authorised distributor, 
who completed the excisions as recommended. 
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The relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have 
been considered. Section 14 of the NZBR Act, which guarantees the right to freedom 
of expression, applies to the excised version of the video recording. However, given 
the explicit nature of the sexual content of the feature, the Classification Office 
considers that the video recording is likely to be injurious to the public good unless its 
availability is restricted to an adult audience. The restriction imposed is justified in 
order to reduce the likelihood of this injury. 
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
